would I; and then he would have hindred me,

to ſpeak ſomething to the People, and declarcd 
what I was made a Miniſter of, according to the 
Will of God; and then I rook out a Paper, and 
read unto the People the Occafion of my coming 
thicher to meet the Bapti/?s that day, aud by the 
Concluſions therein I was to have Liberty to

Sort, who could nor underſtand, 
though there- were many ſimple Hearts. 'that 
with this Anſwer were ſatisficd , but the Wile « 
muſt. be catched in their own Cratitineſs: And 
ſeveral times Trepcated this Anſwer over to the 
People, but.the Baptiſt and his Party cou:d not ; 
receive it, becauſc it. was.in the Crois to cheir 
Wildom 
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Wiſdom ; | But there was that which I ſpoak to 
which conld and did recciveit : Then Fo. Doughty 
- the Baptiſt, and Henry Rix, the 01d Phariſee, joyned 
cozerher, and with one Conſent ſaid, 7 dw/t not 
Anſwer it , and thus the Unclean Spirits joyned 
rogether, and made Lyes their Relig : Andat- 
cer that I was repeating my Anſwer over to the 
People, Denzhty ſtood up,and ſaid, 7 ſpoak I knew not 
what ; and thenl taxed him wich a Lye; and then 
he ſaid, 18 wes not to his Queſtion: bur [\bad him 
prove that I ſpoak I knew not what; but he 
could not, but ſhuffled off, and ſaid, 1 wosld flee - 
from his Queſtion, and there he ſtood : Then the 
Goaler called to depart; and Doughty (ſtood up, 
and ſpoak to the Goaler, Not ts ſuffer Me to fla 
after Him , leſt I ſhould ſedrce the People z there 1 
ſtood up, and challenged him co prove me a Se. 
ducer t0 the People z but he had nothing to ſay 
for that, but manifeſted himſelf to be a Seducer, 
and aSlanderer, and a Reproacher of che Truth

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*and thoſe are they who call themſelves Fews, and - 
are not; but the Synazoent of Satan, and thoſe are the 
Builders,who have & do rcjeR the-Corner Stone, 
which is now become the Head of the Corner, 
and over their Feads is ſer,,and Wo unto them 
0! whom it lights. And afterT was ſent to Pri- 
ſon, there] was kept cloſe, and could. not have 
-my Friends and Acquaintance to come to ſee me 
with -Peace and Freedom 4 - and*{o when I was 
there, wrote anAnſwer to the Mittimws,whereby 
I was falſly accuſed and' impriſoned, and ſent to 
the Mea thatcommitted me, for'to clear myCon- 
ſcience unto them, and lay the Injuſtice and Cru. 
.elty before chem,and leave them'without Excuſe 
in the Preſencevf the Almighty : And ſo when 
-the Time came that I was to goto the Aſfize, 
they pur me on a Chain amongſt Felons and Myr- 
.dercrs, andijoyned me to one ſuſpeRed for Myr- 
\der; and thus I was numbred amongſt Tranſgreſ- 
ſors, thar-the Scripture might be fulfilled and 
thus ſix of us were hooked together upon aChain, 
ſo that we could not go-intoa Bed y for four of 
'us remained upon the Chain Day and Night; and 
thus I'was led 18. Miles through the Country for 
-a gazing-Stock unto the World 5 but Truth was 
-preached-in all this, and prevailed on the Hearts 
of the People, ſo that I conld rejovce in all, and 
triumph over mine Enemies: So when we were

all Guilt, and calicd tor my Accuſers,. and. the 
Tudge-ſaid, 1 mr1gbt ſee my- Accuſers, and: told me, 
I might. ſay Guilty or not Guilty, and I told him, 1 
was wot Guilty, fo they called twelve Men totry 
me,and the.Fore-man was a Drunkard and they 
bid me obje# againfl any of them, and I told them, 
1 owned noxe ont of the-Doftrine of Chrift, and all that 
ſwore were out of the Dottrine of Chriſt, and they bad 
. all ſworn before my Face, and therefore I openly denyed 
by them to be tryed, yer nevertheleſs they went 
on with their Work, and Prieff Wills was called, 
and he ſwore againſt mc,. and. ſwore falſly roo ; 
and the two Men calledJuſtices ſwore againſt me, 
and ſwGre falfly roo; andone of the Juſtices Men 
(ſo called) and. another Man ſwore againſt me, 
and (wore falſly rco ; yet all theſe falſeWitneſles 
were heard tothe fullwhat they would ſay againſt 
me, and thus .the.Leader of the People cauſed them to
